ZA, ALBANIA. A reminder that several well known DXers are on their 
way to ZA-land to train the Albanians in the fundmentals of amateur 
radio and should be operational by the time you read this bulletin. 
More information came out this week from a press release 
by OHOXX. The initial group and the following sub-groups are traveling 
to Albania without a visa. Special arrangement have been made by the 
Albanian government. There were 8 complete stations with multiple beams 
and amps (all donated to the Albanian government). All equipment has 
arrived safely in Tirana and are in storage at the PTT facilities. 
Other operating areas such as the low bands, six meters, and RTTY have 
been discussed with the Albanian authorities and they seem to have no 
objections. "Their main goal is providing at least one initial contact 
with every needy DXer. This will be given preference over multi-band 
requests." (Excerpts from ZA Press Release #3)
